HEALTH OF ENGLISH TOWNS. 

IN seventy-six of the largest English towns, including London, 6,413 
births and 5,199 deaths were registered during the week ending 
Saturday, December 30th, 1905. The annual rate of mortality in these 
towns, which had been 16.1, 17.0, and 17.8 per 1,000 in the three preceding 
weeks, declined _— to 17.4 per 1,000 in the period under notice. The 
rates in the several towns ranged from7.5in King’s Norton, 8.1 in Horn- 
sey, 10.1in York, 10.7in Reading and in Walsall, 11.7in Wallasey, and 11.9 
Burton-on-Trent, to 21.5 in Burnley, 22.3 in Neweastle-on-Tyne, 22.4 in 
Tynemouth, 24.2 in Huddersfield, 24.8 in Preston, 24.9 in Liverpool, 
25.4 in Merthyr Tydfil, and 30.6 in Hanley. In London the rate of 
mortality was 17.8 per 1,000, while in the seventy-five — provincial 
towns it averaged 17.2 per 1,000. The death-rate from the principal 
infectious diseases in the seventy-six towns averaged 1.3 per 1,000; in 
London this rate was equal to 1.6 per 1,000, while among the 
seventy-five other large towns the_ rates ranged upwards to 
2.1 in Coventry, in Stockport, in Middlesbrough, and in Merthyr 
Tydfil, 2.4 in Blackburn, in Leeds, and in Neweastle-on-Tyne, 2.6 in 
Burnley, and 4.1 in Preston. Measles caused a death-rate of 1.2 in 
Blackburn, 1.7 in Leeds, and 3.6 in Preston; diphtheria of 1.1 in 
Middlesbrough and 1.5 in West Hartlepool ; whooping-cough of 1.2 in 
Rochdale and in Neweastle-on-Tyne, and 2.6 in Burnley: ‘‘fever” of 
1.1 in Stockport and 1.2 in Wigan ; and diarrhoea of 1.1 in Oldham and 
in Middlesbrough, and 1.4 in Coventry. The mortality from scarlet 
fever showed no marked excess in any of the large towns. No fatal case 
of small-pox was registered in the week under notice either in London 
or inany of the large provincial towns, and no small-pox patients 
were under treatment during the week in the Metropolitan Asylums 
Hospitals. The number of scarlet fever patients in these hospitals 
and in the London Fever Hospital, which had been 3,888, 3,670, and 
3,409 at the end of the three preceding weeks, had risen again to 3,446 
on Saturday, December 30th ; 295 new cases were admitted during the 
week, against 355, 341, and 295 in the three preceding weeks. 

In seventy-six of the largest English towns, including London, 
9,055 births and 5,548 deaths were registered during the week ending 
Saturday last, January 6th. The annual rate of mortality in these 
towns, which had been 17.0, 17,8 and _17.4 per 1,000 in the three pre- 
ceding weeks, rose again ,to 18.3 per 1,000 last week. The rates in the 
several towns ranged from 9.0 in Walthamstow and in Rhondda, 
9.6 in East Ham, 10.2 in Hornsey, 11.1 in Northampton, 11.2in Reading, 
11.5 in King’s Norton, 12.4 in Hastings, and 12.9 in Swansea, to 21.5in 
Leeds, 22.5 in Huddersfield, 23.3 in Burnley, 23.7 in Bootle, 23.9 in 
Liverpool, 24.2in Smethwick, 24.9 in Bury, and 30.5 in Preston. In 
London, the rate of mortality was 19.4 per’ 1,000, while it averaged 17.8 
per 1,000 in the seventy-five other large towns. The death-rate from 
the ——e infectious diseases in the seventy-six towns averaged 
1.5 per 1,000; in London also this death-rate was equal to 
15 per 1,000, while among the _ seventy-five large provincial 
towns the rates ranged upwards to 2.8 in Liverpool and in Merthyr 
Tydfil, 2.9 in Leeds, 3.1 in Hanley and in Leicester, 3.8 in Aston 
Manor and in Gateshead, 4.3 in Blackburn, and 5.4 in_ Preston. 
Measles caused a death-rate of 1.1 in Willesden, 1.2in Blackburn, 1.7 
in Leeds, 1.9 in Aston Manor, 2.1 in Wolverhampton and in Gates- 
head, 2.2 in Swansea, and 4.9 in Preston; scarlet fever of 1.0 in 
Sheffield, 1.1 in Liverpool, and 2.3 in Blackburn; diphtheria of 1.0 in 
Hull and 1.4 in Merthyr Tydfil; whooping-cough of 1,1 in Salford, 1.3 
in Gateshead, 1.5 in Warrington and in Burnley, 1.6 in Stockport, 1.9 
in Aston Manor, and 2.0 in Leicester ; and diarrhoea of 1.1 in Walsall. 
The mortality from *‘ fever ” showed no marked excess in any of the 
large towns. No fatal case of small-pox was registered last week 
either in London or in any other of the large towns, and no small-pox 
patients were under treatment last week in the Metropolitan Asylums 
Hospitals. The number of scarlet fever cases in these hospitals and 
in the Lonéon Fever Hospital, which had been 3,670, 3,409, and 3, 
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at.the end of the three ge weeks, had declined again to 3,299 
atthe? end of last week; 291 new cases were during the 
week, against 295 in each of the two preceding weeks. 


HEALTH OF SCOTCH TOWNS. 

DURING the week ending Saturday, December 30th, 1905, 929 births and 
609 deaths were registered in eight of the principal Scotch towns. The 
annual rate of mortality in these towns. which had been 19.9, 18.2, and 
17.4 per 1,000 in the three preceding weeks, rose again to 18.2 per 1,000 in 
week under notice, and was 0.8 per 1,000 above the mean rate during the 
same period in the seventy-six large English towns. Among these 
Scotch towns the death-rates ranged from 15.2 in Paisley and 15.4 in 
Leith to 19.3 in Greenock and in Aberdeen and 22.9 in Dundee. The 
death-rate from the principal infectious diseases averaged 1.9 per 
1,000, the highest rates being recorded in Dundee and Greenock. The 
287 deaths registered in Glasgow included 15 which were referred to 
measles, 5 to diphtheria, 5 to diarrhoea, 3 to whooping-cough, and 2 to 
“fever.” Three deaths from diarrhoea occurred in Edinburgh ; 6 from 
measles, 2 from diphtheria, 2 from whooping-cough, and 3 from diar- 
rhoea in Dundee: 2 from “fever” in Paisley; 3,from measles and 2 
from diphtheria in Greenock. 

a the week ending Saturday last, January 6th, 881 births and 
680 deaths were registered in eight of the principal Scotch towns. 
The annual rate of mortality in these towns, which had been 18.2, 
17.4 and 18.2 per 1,000 in the three preceding weeks, further rose to 
19.8 per 1,000 last week, and was 1.5 per 1,000 above the mean rate 
during the same period in the seventy-six large English towns. The 
rates in the eight Scotch towns ranged from 13.2 in Paisley, and 
16.5 in Aberdeen to 22.7 in Leith, and 26.2 in Dundee. The death-rate 
from the gee infectious diseases averaged 2.3 per 1,000 in these 
towns, the highest rates being recorded in Dundee and Greenock. 
The 335 deaths registered in Glasgow included 18 which were referred 

. to measles, 6 to diphtheria, 2 to whooping-cough, and 11 to diarrhoea. 
Two fatal cases of diarrhoea were recorded in Edinburgh. Eight 
deaths from measles, 8 from whooping-cough, 4 from diarrhoea and 3 
from diphtheria were registered in Dundee; 5 from measles in 
Greenock, and 2 from scarlet fever in Leith. 


HEALTH OF IRISH TOWNS. 

DURING the week ending Saturday, December 23rd, 1905, 423 births and 
358 deaths were registered in six of the principal Irish towns, as against 
606 births and 334 deaths in the preceding period. The annual death- 
rate in these towns, which had been 19.9, 18.6, and 17.4 per 1,000 in the 
three preceding weeks, fell to 16.5 per 1,000 in the week under notice, 
this figure being 1.3 per 1,000 lower than the mean annual rate in the 
seventy-six English towns for the corresponding period. The figures 
ranged from 7.8 in Waterford and 13.6 in Londonderry to 21.2 in 
Belfast and 22.3in Dublin. The zymotiec death-rate during the same 
period and in the same six Irish towns averaged 0.6 per 1,000, or 0.1 
per 1,000 lower than during the preceding period, the highest 
figure (1.6) being recorded in Belfast, while Cork, Limerick, London- 
derry, and Waterford registered no deaths under this heading at all.
